hunter, ‘The cat, on the contrary, j4 un- 
social; it- lives alone, hunts alone, and 
feeds alone, so that it could not he expected 
‘tihe easily trained te hunt gither with 
men ur for then, Tn fact, the only roni- 
ber of the cat family that is known to have_ 
heen trained to hunt is the cheetah, the' an 
ancient Eyvyptian painting, which may be 
seen in the British Musicum, represents u 
sting a hunter 
ta cately birds. Thi: er, even if the 
picuure is te be tu 

represents a very ion 
universal ‘ule, and therefore would nob 
juslify the inference that men in.the hunt- 
ing age adapted cuts to aid them in the 
chase. 

*There-is another reason’ for_ thinking 
chat the cat must have been adopted by 
inanvaftor the hunting age ; namely, the 
cat's wonderful attachment to locality, 
Auimals like the wolf, with which the dog 
is most cldsely allied, follow their prey 
over vast tracts of country and seem ta lic 
chtirely destitute of local attachment. The 
wild-cat, on the contrary, settlos down ina 
partieular spot and waits for its prey to 
eome. _ When removed from its avcustom- 
cil habitat it seems to lose its skill, ond 
therefore would be useless to men in a 
hunting age, because in, that nge men sel- 
dom had fixed habitations, but roamed 
abrosd wherever gume, wis to be found. 
Of course, much of this is conjecture. 
Whether the cat, or the dog was first adopted 
by men can not now -bo cortainly known, 
but the cat was well known as a domestic 
animal at an eafly period of human history.”
